earlier in the day in the legis- | 
lature. The bill provides that 
it Bhall be retroactive to April) 
3, 1936, the day on which the | 
Recall Act received assent} 
‘from the lieutenant governor. | 
The bill later received second | 
reading. 
By a vote of 41 to 10 the legis- | 


we 


lature on Thursday, on motion by 

E. O. Duke, 8.C., Rocky Moun- | 

tain, decided to repeal the Recall 

Act. It is likely that before pro- | 

rogation of the special session a 
Dill will be brought down giving 
effect to the resolution. 

The motion climaxed a debate 
which began when Charles Cock- 
roft, S.C., Stettler, moved that the 
percentage of signatures required 
to make -@ recall! petition effective, | 
be reduced from 662-3 per cent to 
10 per cent. 

If the repealing bil! is passed a! 
the current session, the recall pro- 
ceedings now being taken in the 
Okotoks - High River constituency 
against Premier William Aberhart 
likely will be stopped 

Opposition mem bers declared 
their desire to repeal the Recall 
Act, but not unti] the present pro- 
ceedings were completed. 


CHANGE OF HEART 

D. M. Duggan, Alberta Conserv- 
ative leader declared that “if the 
government has had change of 
heart and this is the first step in| 
repealing offensive legislation, then | 
this session ought to be continued | 
for several weeks. 

“Under ordinary circumstances 
1 would, heartily support the 
Duke amendment. But, there is a 
situation prevailing in this prov- 
ince that puts a different light on 
affairs. It is unfortunate that 
this amendment should be 
brought in at the present time. 

“Tf the repeal is not made effec- 
tive until after the prest pro- 
ceedings are completed, I ~.11 be 
glad to support it.” 

J. H. Unwin, S.C., Edson, said, 
repeal would mean that the “right 
of freedom was being handed right | 
back to the working man” } 

John J. Bowlen, Liberal, said,

information to a reporter or other 
employee of a newspever. Thus 
there could be set up sich fear of 
loss of license as would prevent 
citizens of Alberta from giving 1n- 
formation to newspapers even al- 
though auch information would be 
in the public interest. 


DEPRIVE PEOPLE 

The people of Alberta have @ 
right to uncensored news of the 
actions and policies of their govern- 
ment. Such legislation as this would 
tend to close many of the sources 
of such news and thus deprive the 
people of an inherent right, which 
they have long enjoyed and which 
is essential in a free country. 

This legislation dees not and 
can noi apply to newspapers pub- 
lished in neighboring provinces. 
These already circulate to some 
extent in Alberta. They will not 

be required to carry propaganda 
of the Alberta government nor to 
reveal the sources o° their Al- 
beria news. This would give them 
an unfair advantage in Alberta 
in competition with Alberts 
newspe pers, 

It must be admitted by the pres- 
ent admin‘stration and it is well 
known to the public that the news- 
papers Alberta have invariably 
given adequate and accurate infor- 
mation on government policies and 
pronouncements and have given 
more space to the activities and 
policies of the Social Credit gov-

THE LEGISLATION

The article, signed by Yuji 
Satsuma, declared ‘“Japan’s 


final object in China is not 
achieveable unless Great 
Britain’s dominant influence 
in China is overthrown.” 


“Even Chinese diplomats will

China,” Satsuma added. “There- 


fore there is no occasion for an 
attempt at justification of the 
overthrow of British interest in 
China on legal grounds. 

“Unlike the Japanese foreign 
office, the Japanese army and navy 
do not fear Great Britain.” 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 1. — The

United States citizens and Amer- 
ican property in China 

The Tokyo government capped 
an exchange of notes by refusing 
to acknowledge liability. The 
United Siates previously had 
warned Japan it would be held 
accountable for damage resulting 
from its military operations. 

In addition to serving notice that 
the Japanese military intended to 
pursue its aerial attacks on Nan- 
king, the Chinese capital, the 
Tokyo note invited this government 
to “co-operate” with the Japanese 
government to insure the safety

A resolution adopted by the 
executive and forwarded to Mr 
Brockington, declared “Political 
broadcasting on Sunday is not in 
the interest of good citizenship.” 


Without referring by name to the 
Sunday addresses of Premier Aber- 
hart, from Celgary, the, resolution 
protested against Sabbath broad- 
casts over “the most powerful sta- 
tion in Alberta.”

person in the province. 
| The provincial credit commission, 
of which L. D. Byrne of London, 
Social Credit expert, is the only 
permanent member so far appoint- 
ed, will have the power to revoks 
licenses. Other temporary commis- 
sioners are G. F. Powell and Glen 
L. MacLachlan, chairman of the 
Social Credit Board. 


NOT OVER $100 


License fees will be fixed at not 
more than $100. To secure renewal 
of a cancelled license, the fee shal! 
be upward of one thousand times 
the original fee. 


Any unlicensed banker continr- 
ing to operate in Alberta will be 
subject to a fine of $10,000 a day. 


As before, the exact terms of the 
control to be exercised on banking 
policy are not disclosed, but with 
the sanction of Orders-In-Council, 
the credit commission will be em- 
powered to prescribe “the  privi- 
leges, terms, conditions, limitations 
and restrictions to be granted to or 
observed by any licensee. 

As though recognizing the vetoed 
bank control bill as still having ex 
istence as law, the new bill con- 
cludes by repealing it.

CENSORSHIP PLUS. CONFISCA- 
TION 


What is officially labelled 
News and Information Act,” introduced in the 
legislature yesterday, confirms the worst pre- 
dictions that the newspapers the province 
were to be put under a censorship. It establishes 
a censorship, but it goes beyond that, and pro- 
vides that the Social Credit Board may confiscate 
space in a newspaper, up to a whole page per 
day, without paying for it, and may publish 
therein whatever it may please, with no legal 
responsibility for statements contained therein.

The censorship clauses state that on demand 
of the Chairman of the Board, the responsible 
officers of a newspaper must make a return 
showing the sources of any information, w the 
mames and addresses of the parties from whom 
it was secured, and also the names and addresses 
of the writers of any or all editorials, news items 
or other articles. If there is failure to make such 
return, the newspaper may be forbidden to 
publish, may be forbidden to accept any further 
information from the offending source, and a 
fine of a thousand dollars may be imposed on the 
officer failing to make the return. 

The space-commandeering clauses state the 
Board may submit to a newspaper articles deal- 
ing with the objects or policies of the Govern- 
ment, with the methods employed to accomplish 
these objects, or with circumstances or things 
which hinder the accomplishment of such ob- 
jects; which articles must be published in the 
next succeeding issue of the newspaper, to the 
extent of one page of a daily paper and one-tenth 
of the space of a weely publication, no payment 
to be made therefor.

GETTING TO FACTS 

Mr. Purvis, chairman of the National Em- 
ployment Commission, says he found in his west- 
ern tour the evidence of general improvement 
in employment, excepting of course the province 
of Saskatchewan, where another and worse crop 
failure has blocked the trend of recovery. In 
Alberta the betterment over the past year is 
British Columbia is boast- 
ing a 30 per cent improvement and the smallest 
relief list since 1930. Manitoba is on.the up 
grade, while at the head of the Lakes there is a 
boom and a labor shortage. For all Canada the 
number of employable persons out of work 
dropped from 260.000 in March to 180,000 in June. 
For whatever cause or causes, the fact seems to 
be that Alberta is trailing the other provinces 
in this matter and that the return of idle persons 
to work in this province is not keeping pace with 
the average for the Dominion 

If his general survey is optimistic, Mr. Purvis 
is not under any illusion that unemployment is 
due to vanish quickly and of its own accord. On 
the contrary, he says the Dominion and provin- 
cial Governments are joining forces for a gen- 
eral attack on the problem, and that at best it 
will take them three years to solve it. And solv- 
ing that problem does not involve disposing of 
more than 600.000 persons now on relief who are 
“not available for employment,” consisting of 
those who are physically. “unemployable” and 
their dependents. For these, employment cannot 
provide a living 

After the “leave it alone and it will cure it- 
self” talk to which Canadians listened for five 
years, this realistic language is refreshing. The 
question of employment is at last being faced 
with candor and courage, and therefore with a 
prospect of solution. 


ONE WAR AT A TIME 

The Ethiopians having revolted and wiped 
out an Italian garrison, Mussolini informs Franco 
and all others concerned that he will send no 
more troops to Spain. One war at a time is all 
the empty Italian treasury, or the disillusioned 
Italian people, will stand. That a terrible retri- 
bution will be exacted from the Abyssinians goes 
without saying. The whole force of a powerful 
and utterly ruthless military machine will be 
loosed upon them, equipped with all the varied 
scientific implements of butchery. The massa- 
cres cf a few months ago, of which fragmentary 
reports have reached the outside world, may be 
expected to be repeated and perhaps outdone. 
If the “shame of Adoa” had to be expunged in 
blood after forty years, the “rebellious” tribes- 
men of today need look for no mercy.

These are bewildering days, so far as party 
lines and party politics are concerned. Nothing 
has so surprised me as the vehemence and 
passion of the address denouncing fascist tend- 
encies delivered a few days ago by Mr. W. T. 
Herridge, brother-in-law of Rt. Hon. R. B. 
Bennett and Minister at Washington during the 
Bennett regime. There is no mistaking the deep 
sincerity of the Herridge appeal to big business 
and wealth in Canada to help re-shape society in 
terms of human brotherhood.

Liberalism and Conservatism in Canada have 
never meant the rigid division into opposing 
schools of economic doctrine that they meant in 
the older countries where Conservatism is the 
natural bulwark of the landed aristocracy and 
the wealthy middle-class. Any political observer 
whose mind is not enslaved by the sound of 
words can quote instances when the Liberal 
party has been conservative and the Conserva- 
tive party liberal. They have not been above 
swiping one another's reforms at times, since Sir 
John A. Macdonald after opposing Hon. George 
Brown's efforts to confederate the Canadian 
provinces, stepped in and led the parade as “The 
Father of Confederation” to Brown's exclusion, 
when he saw the movement for confederation 
win popular support. 

I had a reminder here in Edmonton of the 
transmutability of parties within the past couple 
of weeks, while witnessing the Liberal and Con- 
servative nominating conventions. In the Liberal 
convention, proceedings were cut and dried. Any 
attempt to interfere with the order of business 
as settled by the officers in charge was met with 
impatient cries from the crowd. No intrusion, 
criticism or rivalry was allowed. In the Con- 
servative convention—met to endorse the same 
candidate—the chairman called for “the fullest 
and freest expression of opinion”. Everyone who 
had something to say was allowed to say it. As 
it worked out, the Liberal convention was con- 
ducted on traditional Conservative lines and 
the Conservative convention on traditional Lib- 
era! lines.

This thoroughly rousing: penetrating and 
moving address of the young former Conserva- 
tive minister to the United States calling for a 
new day in which fascism shall be banned and a 
golden age of comfort for all brought to pass, 
arrests me because I have met Mr. Herridge in 
social converse when he was off guard. I give 
him full credit for sincerity of purpose. 

It was the day after Rt. Hon. R. B. Bennett 
opened his federal campaign at Winnipeg in 
1930. I was editor of the Regina Daily Star at the 
time and had travelled to Winnipeg to write a 
personal impression of Mr. Bennett and the new 
program he was to announce. 

Needless to say, I was fully impressed by’ the 
resounding Liberalism of the Conservative 
leader's program and promises. Mr. Bennett at a 
previous meeting in Winnipeg, when he obtained 
the Conservative leadership had, with a tinge of 
that religiosity which marks his utterances, 
“dedicated” himself and his great wealth on 
“the altar of’service to the people of Canada”. 
He worked in something about “stewardship”. It 
seemed to me so reasonable with a man like Mr. 
Bennett, most of whose enormous wealth had 
come with no more effort or selection than in 
the case of a poor janitor who draws the winner 
in an Irish Sweep, that without wife or child 
and facing the declining years of life, it should 
suddenly burst upon him that life to such an one 
holds nothing so full of golden happiness as the 
opportunity for large charity and unselfish 
public service. When I heard that platform of 
large promises, passionately enunciated, I felt 
I was witnessing the re-birth of a soul and the 
dawn of a new day for Canada.

Next day, travelling back to Regina, Mr. 
Bennett whose private car was part of the train, 
invited me to join his party. It consisted of his 
sister, Miss Mildred Bennett, and a young good- 
looking chap who I at first took to be a secretary. 
He was introduced as “Major Herridge.” It 
wasn't long before I sensed that the relationship 
between Mr. Bennett and Major Herridge was a 
closer one. Indeed I sensed a romance in the 
offing when some joking arose about the 
bachelor state of the host and Miss Bennett re- 
torted that she'd be quite willing to marry if 
only “Dick” would find himself a wife. Two or 
three weeks later formal announcement of the 
engagement of Miss Bennett to Major Herridge 
was made 

At that time, when it was mentioned that 
Major Herridge was travelling with Mr. Bennett 
to give him a hand in preparing speeches, I pic- 
tured the aide as merely hunting up data in blue 
bouks and reports for the leader to lick into 
shape. Since reading his Monday speech at Hali- 
fax and re-rewding his April 12 speech before 
the Canadian Club at Winnipeg, I suspect that 
Major Herridge had a good deal to do with the 
framing and phrasing of Mr. Bennett's demo- 
cratic platform in 1930. Pity that it was not more 
closely realized. 
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What manner of man is this new leader of 
democracy in Canada who breaks upon the 
scene with lightning words and vivid promise! 

He has al! the qualifications for great leader- 
ship. He is Canadian-bon of good stock. His 
father, Rev. Dr. Herridge, was Ottawa's leading 
Presbyterian divine. The son has his father's 
gift of eloquence and searching thought. 

Young Herridge left University and athletics 
to graduate in law. After service overseas in 
the Great War in which he became major: he 
embarked upon a promising legal career at 
Ottawa. He has a warm engaging personality 
Still in the vigor of middle life he is fortunately 
circumstanced in private life with the many 
freedoms that financia! security brings. His first 
wife was daughter of the late J. R. Booth, multi- 
millionaire lumber king of eastern Canada. Of 
his talent fer public service, his successful! 
oceupancy of the post of Minister to Washington 
bears witness 

Stranger things have happened than that Rt 
Hon. R. B. Bennett's brother-in-law should be- 
come the next great spokesman and leader of 
Liberalism in Canada. Gladstone commenced his 
career as a Conservative, his maiden speech 
being in defence of slavery in the West Indies 
The late Sir Robert Borden, like the English 
Disraeli entered public life as a Liberal but 
gravitated to the Conservative leadership. No 
more clear and valiant cal! to democracy has 
been sounded in Canada that this of Major W 
'T. Herridge. He may become the man of destiny
